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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly clainn the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

As to claim 1 , recitation "an electronic controller .... being spaced apart from the 
electronic controller" is unclear. Further, recitation "electronic controller being control 
computer to an attachment" is unclear as to meaning. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1 and 34-35, as best understood by the examiner, are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Loraas et al (U.S. 5,957,213) 

The applied reference has a common assignee with the instant application. 
Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome 
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either by a showing under 37 CFR 1 .132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in 
the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not the 
invention "by another," or by an appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1 .131. 

Loraas et a! discloses that an attachment control device for use with the power 
machine with the following: an electronic controller (212) coupler to the control computer 
(214), the electronic controller being configured to receive an identification signal 
(column 7, line 49) from an attachment and provide the signal to the control computer to 
control the attachment; an input device (227) spaced apart from the control computer 
and having an engine start mechanism (250) for starting the engine on the power 
machine; wherein the input device control flow of hydraulic fluid to the attachment based 
on the identification signal. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 2-7, 10-22, and 24-33 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed October 27, 2004 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. The claim as amended still read on prior art reference as to Loraas 
et al (U.S. 5,957,213). 

7. In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain 
features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies 
(i.e., electronic controller being spaced apart from the control computer) are not 
recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the 
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specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re 
Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993).
